G.S.R. 468.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Directorate of Plant Protection, Quarantine and Stor¬

3. Method of lccruitment, age limit, other qualifications 
etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule, • 


4. Disqualification.-—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other party to the manage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
fiom the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, fo r reasons to he recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons. 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age liimt and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other categories of persons in .accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

G.S.R. 474.—In pursuance of the provisions of rule 45 
of the Fundamental Rules, the President hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Overseas Communica¬

Provided that an officer who was not paying licence 
fee under FR-45A, may he allowed to lelmp the 
residence for a further period of six months on 
payment of twice thc standard licence fee or 
twice the pooled standard licence fee under FR- 
45A or twice the licence fee that he was paying 
whichever is the highest”.

‘‘SR 317-XXVI-AC-15. Overstayal in residence after
